Once Toshi 
arrives on T31, he may be on the air for up to 2 to 3 
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months. He may also operate from C21 and T33. 
QSL via JA8UWT. 


H40 Temotu. Mike KM9D and Jan KF4TUG are on 
the air from Temotu signing H40MY. They have 
been reported on 20 meter CW around 14.042. 
QSL via OM2SA. 


VP8 South Georgia. Lars DL9LB/MMODWEF plans 
to activate South Georgia, signing VP8DIF. He will 
operate 100 watts, battery powered, and his 
operation will be dependent upon his work 
schedule. For more information, see his web site:

direct or via the bureau.

All 150 QSLs must be 
exclusively via Logbook of The World (LoTW). 
Only those contacts made after the award's start 
date will be eligible. So if you haven't started using 
LoTW, now is a good time to do so, and get ready 
for the start of the Triple Play Award coming soon.
